doubtful, 17. 
California is classified as two for Reed, 
one for McKinley, and one for Cannon. 
Oregon is placed for Reed and W ashington 
is doubtf. 
The Post íurther says the gains made by 
Major McKinley during the past week 
have been so m arked that they are denied 
in no quarter, Irir 
y or unfriendly. 
His 
manager believes m at an he now needs to 
win is to hold solidly 
to his present 
strength, because he is the strongest second 
choice both East and West. 
The Republican 
mem bership of the 
House is 169, and it will require eighty-five 
votes to nom inate, if all are present, and 
unless there is an unexpected slum p in his 
support he will have more than fifty votes 
on the first ballot. 
H is associates claim 
that he now has fifty-five votes. So con­ 
fident are his friends that Major Butter- 
worth ceclared yesterday that it was use­ 
less to figure any more, because it was al­ 
ready determined that the next Speaker 
will not be from any State west of Ohio 
or east of Ohio. 
Major W orrell, of New Jersey, is the 
latest candidate for Postm aster 
of the 
House, in which he will have to meet Mc­ 
Kee, of Indiana, who is now Assistant Li­ 
brarian of the Senate, and surprise is ex­ 
pressed that the Pacific coast has brought 
forward no candidate for positions of any 
kind. This insures the coast at least two 
good chairm anships, and perhaps three. 
Morrow and McKenna will both have 
chairm anships, and it is not unlikely that 
Herm an, of Oregon, will also secure one. 
It looks now as if the W est would get the 
Chairm anships of Mines and Mining and 
Coinage, W eights and Measures. 
In any 
event, Bartine, of Nevada, will probably 
be made member of the latter committee. 


C O A ST D E F E N S E S . 


I n te r e s tin g R e p o r t o f S e c re ta ry o f W a r 
P r o c to r . 


W 
a s h i n g t o n , November 24th.—The an­ 
nual report of Redfield Proctor, of the War 
Department, was made public to-Digbt, and 
shows the expenditures for the past fiscal 
year as follows : 
Salaries and contingent expenses, $1,963,­ 
015 ; 
m ilitary establishment, $24,314,697 ; 
public works, rivers and harbors. $13 481,­ 
835; 
miscellaneous 
objects, 
$6,894,574. 
Total, $46.654,121. 
The report generally discusses the reports 
of the subordinate officers, and concurs in 
their recommendations. The estimates for 
the next fiscal year are $44,158,973, of which 
$11,190,134 is for rivers and harbors and 
other public works. 
It is recommended 
that the lim itation of the retired list to 400 
be removed. 
In the discussion of coast defenses the 
Secretary say s: 
“I subm it as a basis to 
state from, that no tim e is to be lost in 
placing the capital of the country, the com­ 
mercial metropolis on the Atlantic sea­ 
board, and at least one port on the Pacific, 
in the best possible state of defense. 
How 
rapidly the work shall be carried on, until 
it embraces every important vulnerable 
point from St. Johns to the Rio Grande, 
and the ports of the Pacific, is the only 
question. 
'• In m y view, ihe progress cannot be too 
rapid. 
The Major-General commanding 
has given in detail the requirements in 
arm am ent and men for the A tlantic aDd 
the gulf coast, and General Miles has de­ 
voted special attention to the defenses of the 
Pacific and 
made an excellent report 
thereon. The building and cost of m ain­ 
taining a thorough system of defensive 
works is comparatively little. 
''T h e Major-General commanding in his 
report estimates that it will require only 
8,700 for a garrison of defensive works in 
tim e of peace. This will be sufficient for 
the care of the arm am ent and serve as a 
nucleus for the instruction of the m ilitia of 
the sea-coast States, which m ust be relied 
upon to supply the men needed for de­ 
fense.” 


C L A R K SO N 'S R E P O R T . 


R e c o m m e n d a tio n s fo r th e E x te n s io n of 
th e F r e e D e liv e ry S y ste m . 


■Wa s h i n g t o n , November 24th.—The re­ 
port of First Assistant Postmaster-General 
Clarkson shows that there were established 
during the year 2,770 postoffices, a decrease 
of 1,094, and discontinued during the same 
period, 1,147, a decrease of 493. 
There are in the United States 58,999 
postoffices, an increase over the previous 
year of 1,623. The num ber filled by the 
President is 2,684, an increase of 196, and 
filled by the Postmaster-General 56,315, an 
increase of 1,427. 
The appointm ents made during the year 
were as follow s: 
On resignations and 
commissions expired, 8,854; an increase of 
2 333. On removal, 17,854; an increase of 
6,609. On deaths of Postmasters, 553, and 
on establishm ent of new offices; a decrease 
of 194. The total appoinm ents were 20,­ 
030. an increase over the previous year of 
8.942. 
The 2 652 Presidential offices are classi­ 
fied th u s: 
First-class, 101; second-class, 
517; third-class, 2,033. 
Money order offices in operation, 8,583; 
an increase of 472. Free delivery offices in 
operation, 401; an increase of 143. Number 
of carriers in service, 8.257; an increase of 
1,191 over the previous year. The increase 
is m ainly due to the enactm ent of the law 
lim iting the working hours of carriers to 
eight hours per day. 
Pieces of mail handled by carriers, 3,085,­ 
805,540. 
Cost of service, $6,957,941, an 
increase of $1,535,585. Excess of local 
postage over the total cost of the service, 
which was $9.536,921, was $2,578,979, an 
increase of $279 647. 
From 1863 to 1884 the free delivery serv­ 
ice was not self-supporting. It now showa 
a credit of the balance of above. 
The Superintendent of the free delivery 
service recommends the following changes 
in the existing law : "The extension of the 
service to all places which have a popula­ 
tion according to the last general State or 
United States census of 5,000, the Post­ 
offices of which produces a gross revenue 
for the preceding fiscal year of at least 
$8,000. The separation of the delivery and 
collections, and that the carriers who have 
been disabled in line of duty be paid a legal 
salary for the prescribed tim e of the in­ 
jury.” 
it is estimated that $9,069,485 will be 
needed for this service for the year 1891. 


B E N E D IC T IO N F R O N O U N C E D . 


T h e B ra z ilia n M in iste r’s 
O fficial T e le ­ 
g r a m —H is V iew s. 


W a s h i n g t o n , November 24th.—The Bra­ 
zilian Minister, Dr. Valente, to-night re­ 
ceived the following cablegram from Rio 
Janeiro from Senor Rny Barbara, Minister 
of Finance of the United Slates of B razil: 
"AH the provinces havesignified adherence 
to the new Republic, and organization 
thereunder in the provinces ia being fast 
perfected. 
The Archbishop to-day con­ 
ferred a benediction on the Provisional 
Government and on the Republic.” 
Iu conversation, Dr. Valente stated that 
this cablegram undoubtedly foreshadowed 
the peaceful succession of the new Repub­ 
lic. The action of the Archbishop showed 
how the pnblic pulse was tending, and that 
the citizens generally accepted the estab­ 
lishm ent of the new Republic. H e put no 
faith in the rum ors of disaffection already 
among the new leaders. 
Dr. Volante places no credence in the 
reports from Europe hinting at the in­ 
stability of the new Government and the 
probable breaking up of Brazil into three 


separate States. He regards the Repnblic 
as perm anent and that the new Congress, 
which will be established under the en­ 
larged suffrage proposed by the provisional 
Government, will complete the organiza­ 
tion of the new Republic in a m anner en­ 
tirely satisfactory to the people of Brazil. 


C A R R Y IN G M A IL S . 


W h a t I t C ost o n S te a m e rs , R a ilw a y s a n d 
S ta g e C o ac h e s. 


W a s h i n g t o n , November 24th.—The re­ 
port ot Second Assistant Postmaster-Gen­ 
eral Whitfield, m ade public to-night, shows 
the annual rate of expenditure of the past 
fiscal year for star routes was $5,228,387; 
The num ber of routes, 15 077. The aggre­ 
gate leDgth of routes 233 331 miles, and the 
num ber of miles traveled 89,777,600, and 
the rate of cost per m ile was nearly six 
cents. 
W hitfield recommends a change in let- 
tidg star routes so they cannot be sublet 
profitably, aud the bidder then, when he 
willfully fails, trusting to aa_adjustm ent 
w ith the Government to make profits. 
A commission is recommended to inves­ 
tigate the service and report what necessity 
there is for a revision of the laws and regu­ 
lations that exist. 
For steamboat service the rate of expend­ 
iture for the year was $446,032. Number 
of routes, 128. Aggregate length, 10,597, 
and the annual travel 3,170,274 miles. Rate 
of cost per miles, fourteen cents. 
There is a general tendencytodecrea.se 
this service, but an urgent appeal for an 
improved service with Alaska has led to 
increased estimates for the year 1891. 
The mail-messenger service in the sm aller 
cities can be greatly improved by the 
adoption of canvas-covered wagons, and 
Mr. Whitfield recommends this, as mail 
carried by the messengers ia not sufficiently 
protected. 
The railroad service for the year cost 
$19,441,095. Num ber of routes, 2,113; ag­ 
gregate length, 150,381 miles, and num ber 
of miles traveled, 204,292,489. The rate of 
cost was 94 cents per mile. 
H e heartily concurs in the suggestion of 
the Superintendent of the railway mail 
service that a provision be made for the 
families of postal clerks killed while on 
duty. 
Expenditures were also made as follows : 
Mail bags aud mail-bag catchers, $180,901; 
mail locks and keys, $15,729. Mr. W hit­ 
field suggests that the present style of 
leather pouches be laid aside for the less 
expensive canvas pouches with leather bot­ 
toms. 


C A N A D IA N P A C IF IC . 


T h e P o litic a l D a rlin g o f th e D o m in io n 
G o v e rn m e n t. 


N e w Y o r k , November 24th.—The ques­ 
tion of Canadian competition with our 
railroads is an im portant question, and is 
likely to come up before Congress in view 
of the enormous subsidies granted by the 
Dominion to the Canadian .Pacific aud its 
steamer lines. 
President Oakes, of the Northern Pacific, 
says; 
"The Canadian Pacific is the polit­ 
ical darling of the Dominion Government. 
Its principal business is derived by the di­ 
version of American 
commerce 
from 
American seaports and transportation lines. 
The road and steam ship lines exist by vir­ 
tue of a subsidy. 
The Government grants 
the road carte blanche on all its schemes. 
Contrast this with the status of American 
companies and the Government's attitude 
toward them .” 
After telling of the greatness of the 
State of W ashington and the m arine im ­ 
portance of Puget 
sound, Oakes says: 
"There ought to be a steamer line from the 
Sound to China and Japan. 
It wonld tend 
to promote the prosperity of W ashington. 
I think the people of the Pacific slope are 
coming to realize the identity of their com­ 
mercial and industrial inleresfs. The ac­ 
tion of the Commercial Conference at San 
Francisco in August points to the proper 
remedies. 
The whole commerce of the 
coast belongs to the United States, and our 
Government ought to adopt a policy at 
once to enable us to hold it for all time, 
and establish new lines when needed.”

B u t t e (M ont.), November 24th.—There 
were no new developments to-day in the 
mine fire. The shaft of the Anaconda is 
bulkheaded, likewise all the levels oi the 
St. Lawrence, and it is believed the car­ 
bonic acid gas which will necessarily be 
generated in the confined space wil event­ 
ually put the fire out. 
W hether the fire 
has extended to the workings of the A na­ 
conda or not no one knows. 
The num ber of lives lost is believed to 
be nine. Two men are missing. 
But for Superintendent Carroll’s work 
with the co-operation of the miners in 
bulkbeadiDg the m ines the whole vast in ­ 
terior with its immense underground ram i­ 
fications would soon cave in.

“The proposition of the Native Sons of 
the Golden West to erect a memorial pile 
in honor of the Pioneers of California is an 
excellent one, and deserving of all ap­ 
proval. 
But no sooner is the idea sug­ 
gested,” says 
the 
Sacramento 
R e c o r d - 
U n i o n , “than the San Francisco press—is 
there auythiug that press is not e qual to — 
exclaim s: 
‘Ah, yes, commendaole plan . 
Let the m onum ent be erected in Golden 
Gate Park, in this city, as a perpetual trib ­ 
ute to the brave and sturdy men, etc.’ 
Now, if any such structure is ever erected, 
there is one spot above all others in the 
State where it should stand. 
It is scarcely 
necessary to m ention it, it suggests itself to 
every thoughtful m ina—the site of Sutter’s 
old fort in Sacramento. 
All the historic 
traditions and all the conditions and cir­ 
cumstances attaching to the proposition 
emphatically speak for tbe Sntter Fort 
side. 
In fact, the most fittiDg memorial 
that could be erected would be the restored 
fort and its reconstruction in a m anner to 
make its preservation a m atter of State 
pride. 
The ground is historic; every foot 
of it is rich in tradition; every ounce of its 
soil ought to be dedicated to the memory 
of the Pioneers of California.” 
To this the Rohnerville Herald, which is 
edited by a bright Native Son, adds : "No­ 
bly and fitly spoken ! 
If there is one spot 
more than all others w ithin the lim iis of 
the State—a spot truly hallowed by pio­ 
neer memories which the Native Sons 
of the Golden West claim to respect—that 
spot is Sutter’s Fort. History tells of the 
memories which cluster round it as the 
virtual first camping place, the rendezvous 
of the the sturdy Pioneers. Of its precincts 
and surroundings the argonauts can talk 
intelligently and revert to the time when 
the tide of their fortunes ebbed and flowed 
at Sutter’s Fort. Not so with Golden Gate 
Park. True, it has been reclaimed from a 
waste of sand on which no Pioneer of the 
earliest days perhaps ever set foot. There 
is not a m emory connected with it to plead 
in behalf of Golden Gate Park as the loca­ 
tion for a m onum ent to the Pioneers. Sut­ 
ter’s Fort is historic. 
Let it be the chosen 
spot. 
We heartily concur in the following 
paragraph from the Red Bluff Sentinel of a 
recent d a te ; 
“ 'Let the Pioneers and their sons rebuild 
the old fort, erect in the center of the court 
a fitting m onum ent to the bravery of the 
men who carved the way, breasted the 
storm, dug down the mountains, tilled the 
soil, opened the forests to a grand and 
glorious civilization—such a civilization as 
the world’s history has never yet chroni­ 
cled.’ 
“ Let Sutler’s Fort be the chosen site for 
the proposed m onum ent.”

M Y S T E R IO U S C R IM E . 


A Y o u n g B la c k s m ith M u rd e re d N e a r L os 
A n g e le s. 
Los A n g e l e s , November 24th.—Charles 
Glass, a resident of this city, was fonnd 
dead this m orning at 7 o’clock near the 
Los Angeles and Glenndale track, three 
miles north of this city. H is body was 
brought to the morgue. The post-mortem 
exam ination revealed a fracture of the skull 
sufficient to cau3e death. 
A horrible cut 
four inches long extended from the right 
ear back to the base of the brain. There 
was a num ber of cuts and contusions on 
his scalp. 
H is right hand was alm ost torn 
to pieces. 
The Chief of Police put the whole force 
of city detectives on the case and so far 
they have secured the following facts: 
The deceased, with a partv of chums, 
procured a team at a livery stable last night 
at 10:30 p. M. to drive to a dance at a house 
three miles north of this city. Sometime 
after m idnight a row occurred over hats in 
the cloak-room, and a general fight ensued. 
A friend of the deceased ran for the 
buggy and drove to the city, leaving Glass 
to follow as best he could. 
Doctors McCarthy and McGowan, the 
exam ining physicians, say the death wound 
m ight have been inflicted with a bottle. 
The supposition was that after Glass re­ 
ceived the wound he ran from the house 
as far as the track, about fortv yards, and 
fell. 
' 
This was about 3 o’clock, and the train 
passing two hours later inflicted the wound 
in the back of the head, as blood and hair 
were found on the pilot. 
This theory is not held by the detectives, 
as they found blood on the cushions of the 
carriage, and they have arrested tbe com­ 
panions of Glass, none of whom show any 
hurt. 
The detectives are hourly bringing in 
the parties present at the dance, and- one 
suspicious character, an employe of Glass, 
separate from the rest. 
Late to-night a reporter of the Tribune 
secured this m an’s statem ent. 
H e said he 
worked with Glass till 6 o'clock. At 10 he 
left with him and his party for the dance. 
He would give no account of him self be­ 
tween the hours of 6 and 10. 
The reporter learned that be had been at 
a house of questionable character, and 
called there late to-night. The woman 
would not talk, only so far as to acknowl­ 
edge that the man had been there, and 
would not say whether Glass had or not. 
Detectives are now working on the re­ 
porter’s clue 
Some hold to the theory 
that Glass was murdered in the city aud 
his body taken out to tbe track. 
Deceased was a single m an, 25 years of 
age, a fancy horseshoer and worker iu car­ 
riage irons, having two shops in this city. 
Two m onths ago he sent for his m other, 
who lived in Michigan, to come and keep 
house for him . 
W hen she was told of her 
son’s horrible death she fainted, and since 
coming to has been raving, and it lakes 
three m en to hold her in the house. 


H IG H L IC E N S E T R O U B L E S . 


D ifficu lty o f O b ta in in g J u r o r s to T ry th e

M e r c e d , November 2 4th—The high li­ 
cense contest here has assumed an interest­ 
ing phase owing to the peculiar course 
pursued by the District Attorney in bring­ 
ing suits.

But it remains, we insist, a moot question 
whether this means to exclude all general 
laws or only to exclude legislative tinker­ 
ing with charters. 
This question justifies the present ex­ 
tended debate, and gains new importance 
upon the conferment upon the Board of, *rom 
fact that the proposed constitu- 
Works of the power to carry on public im­ 
provements, while the Council is expressly 
prohibited from any but legislative Acts. 
The Act of the Legislature referred to is 
be found in the statutes of the twenty- 
eighth session (1889), pp. 399, el sop That 
Act throughout its many sections confers 
ufion the “legislative branch of any city, 
town or municipal corporation’’ power to 
create a debt under certain conditions to 
carry on public works, and confers the 
power on such “legislative branch” to se­ 
lect its own agents and engineers to carry 
on such public works; all laws conflicting 
are repealed by express words in the Act. 
Under the assumption that this general 
law is superior to all prior laws, either in 
city charters or otherwise, it will be seen 
that it expressly destroys the chief 
function of the Oakland Board of Works, 
and defeats the principal aim of the j>eo- 
ple in adopting their charter, the “Board 
of "Works” having been the great bone of 
contention. If the influences that fatten 
at the public crib liad desired to defeat the 
Board of Works scheme by direct legisla­ 
tive assault, they could not have framed a 
bill more cunningly devised to that end to 
escape the attention of the Board of 
Works’ friends in the Legislature. 
In common with the Alta, the Bulletin 
and other journals, the R ecobd-U n io n 
has said that this is an involved question, 
and one that puts in peril every city char­ 
ter. Xo matter if the Supreme Court shall 
hold that the Act of March 9, 1889, does 
not have primacy over the Oakland char­ 
ter, a subsequent bench may reverse the 
ruling, and thus the question of primacy 
will remain one of doubt. We thereforesug- 
gested a constitutional amendment to set­ 
tle it, if is the desire of the people to give 
permanency to a city charter when once 
approved, and complete independence un­ 
der the charter. But the wisdom of such 
a policy opens up another question, upon 
which we do not now pass. 
Our evening contemporary, the Bee, out 
of hand, undertakes to decide this matter, 
and dogmatically settle a question that di­ 
vides the bar of the State in opinion. Our 
esteemed contemporary says the Legisla­ 
ture cannot intefere with city charters of 
the first and second class, except the peo­ 
ple first submit the proposed amendment 
to the Legislature for its approval. Such 
may be the law, and we do not flatly dis­ 
pute it, but our contention is that it is an 
open question, best settled conclusively by 
constitutional amendment—if the people 
wish to adopt that policy—and which 
amendment, by the way, can be made 
speedily, and while the next Legislature is 
in session. 
Let the reasoning of our contemporary 
be examined, and let us see if the matter 
is so clear as not to be involved. It de­ 
clares that by the constitutional amend­ 
ment of 1887 (and 
which, by the 
way, the compiler of the 
statutes 
of 18S9 appears to have omitted from his 
official publication of the Constitution) it 
is provided that a charter duly submitted 
and approved “shall become the organic 
law of the municipality, and shall super­ 
sede any existing charter and any amend­ 
ments thereto, as well as all laws incon­ 
sistent therewith.” 
Our contemporary, 
probably by inadvertence, misquotes. This 
is the exact reading of the constitutional 
amendment of 1887—all italics are ours: 
Any city conta’ning a population of more than 
ten thousand and not more than one hundred 
thousand inhabitants may frame a charter for 
its mvu government, consistent with and subject 
to tht Constitution and lavs of this State. * * * 
And if approved (etc.) shall become the charter 
of such city and the organic law thereof, and 
shall supersede any existing charier and any 
amendments thereof, and all special laws incon­ 
sistent with such charter. 
It will be noted that our contemporary 
overlooked the word “special.” Evidently 
that word was inserted with deliberation, 
because first, many special laws may be 
passed by the Legislature, and secondly, at 
the time many branches of city govern­ 
ment had been erected by special laws, 
and some of those of Sacramento «.till exist 
under such laws. The words “general lavs” 
were therefore excluded from the clause, 
and under a well known maxim of the law 
such exclusion must be construed to have 
been purpo-ive. 
To make this clearer it is only necessary 
to point out that at the last session of the 
Legislature the fact was discovered, pre­ 
sumably, that general Constitutional laws 
passed subsequent to approval of city 
charters would control. The legislature, 
therefore, last March conceived the idea of 
«crrecting the constitution so as to remove 
the primacy of general laws over charters, 
aud accordinglv March 19, 1S89, proposed 
an amendment to the Constitution, which 
is to be voted upon by the people in 1890. 
It is proposed to amend the identical sen­ 
tence in dispute, and as this is all import­ 
ant, we put the two in parallel columns 
for the convenience of the reader:

tional amendment from which we have 
quoted is soon to be voted upon by the 
people. 
It embodies the issues of the de­ 
bate, and the people can best become in­ 
telligent upon them through the agency 
of the press. 
THE CENTRAL PACIFIC AND THE GOV­ 
ERNMENT. 
The Central Pacific has been the most in­ 
vestigated of corporations, ancient or mod­ 
ern. public or private. For the past ten 
years particularly, its property, books and 
business have annually been examined and 
reported on by the United States Commis­ 
sioner of Railroads and his staff of engi­ 
neers and accountants. In 1877 also, the 
President appointed a special Commission, 
who came to California with the evident 
purpose of proving all charges or insinua­ 
tions which had at any time been made 
against this road. Their report is pub­ 
lished in nine large volumes. These and 
other reports which have been made are so 
bulky that few have interest enough in 
the subject to wade through them and dig 
out the substance of the matter. This 
work has now been done, and is made 
available for general use through a pamph­ 
let issued by ihe company, giving a sum­ 
mary oi the facts as to the relations be­ 
tween the company and the Government. 
This pamphlet has been prepared at the re­ 
quest of Governor Stanford, by G. L. Lan­ 
sing. Secretary and Controller of the South­ 
ern Pacific Company. It throws new light 
on the subject, and shows that the company 
has not only promptly fulfilled all of its 
obligations wüich were imposed by the 
several Acts of Congress, but has continued 
to keep good faiih and perform all of its 
duties notwithstanding arbitrary and illegal 
acts of the Government. 
The debt of the company to the United 
States is secured by a secoud mortgage on 
the aided line. As a matter of fact this is 
no security, for the reason that the first 
mortgage which was issued by the com­ 
pany on the authority of the Government 
will require the entire assets of this line for 
its payment. That this debt has not been 
provided for, and that the Government has 
no real security, are facts lor which the com­ 
pany does not appear to be responsible, 
either legaiiy or morally. It was expected 
when the bonds were issued that they 
would be met through the annual pay­ 
ment of five per cent, oi the net earnings 
and one-half the charges for United States 
transportation. These payments proved 
much smaller than anticipated, owing to 
the redactions in rates and the ending of 
Indian wars; by each of which circum­ 
stance the Government made much more 
than the whole amount of bonds. When 
it was found that these provisions to meet 
the debt were inadequate, the company of­ 
fered to provide a sinking fund in its cwn 
treasury and to pay into it annually an 
amount sufficient to meet the bonds and 
interest at their maturity, pledging the en­ 
tire income of all its lines, aided and non­ 
aided, for this purpose. This offer the 
Government refused and took the matter 
from the hands of the company by the 
adoption of the Thurman Act. Under this 
act the company pays into the United 
States Treasuary twenty-five per cent, of 
the net earnings of the aided line, and is 
sptc'.fically excused from making any 
further payments on ite debt to the United 
States. After making the twenty five per 
cent, payments, it is authorized by the Act 
to use any excess in the payment of divi­ 
dends. This Act has completely failed in 
its pnrpose. Both parties, however, con­ 
tinue to be bound by its terms, while the 
Government alone is responsible for its 
adoption. 
By the management of the sinking fund 
in the United States Treasury established 
under this Act, the company has up to this 
time lest over $2,000,000. For transporta­ 
tion charges on non-aided lines the Gov­ 
ernment owes the company in cash over 
$2,584.000. For failure on the part of the 
United States to keep its agreement in the 
issue of patents on lands, the company has 
been injured to the extent of over $500,000. 
By subsidizing competing railways, the 
United States has reduced the earnings of 
the original Central-Union line about $37,­ 
000,000. 
The United States bonds issued to the 
company were payable in currency. At 
the time of their issue gold commanded a 
high premium ; and to use the money in 
California when gold only was in circula­ 
tion, they had to he sold at a discount 
amounting to $7 120,000. 
Interest is 
charged by the United Statss on the par 
value of the bonds for thirty years at six 
per cent: so the total charge to the com­ 
pany for account of these bonds, for which 
it has really received nothing, is $19 936,­ 
000. Interest is^he important item of the 
United States charge, as it is about twice 
the amount of the principal. Its reduction 
could have been provided for in the United 
State3 bonds issued to the company for at 
least half their term at three per cent. The 
company is still charged six per cent., how­ 
ever, on these bonds now, while United 
States bonds are selling on the basis ot in­ 
terest at two per cent. By this operation 
the company is charged unnecessarily over 
$12 500,000 on interest account. In ibe 
transportation of mails, troops and mili­ 
tary supplies, the official statements show 
that the Government has saved directly, 
np to the end of 1885, the enormous auin 
ot $139,317 741, besides the much larger 
savins:, which is not capable of calculation, 
resulting from the ending of the Indian 
wars. 
The facts shown by the pamphlet fully 
justify these conclusions: So far as the 
specified terms of the agreement are con­ 
cerned, they have all been fully observed 
by the company, while they have been in 
many cates violated by tbe Government. 
As to the promised benefits to follow the 
construction of the road, they have all been 
more than real zed by tbe Government; 
but they have fallen very far from tne pre­ 
dicted results in favor of the companv. As 
to the payment for bonds and interest, if 
tbe account were between two private citi­ 
zens, the following facts would be allowed 
as affecting the t-rms of settlement: The 
debt was to be paid in services and a per­ 
centage of the profits. Theie failing, the 
percentage of profils was increased and 
the debtor excused from making payments 
in excess of such increase. Tne value of 
the property mortgaged to secure the debt 
was dependent entirely upon the earnings 
from i:s use The creditor Government 
has destroyed the value of its security and 
prevented sufficient annual payments on 
the debt—first, by tbe reductions in ra!e9 
on the services performed for it by the 
debtor; secondly, by the reductions in 
earnings chiefly caused by aid given by the 
creditjr to competitors; and, thirdly, by 
the mismanagement of tbe whole matter 
resulting from the enforcment of the 
Thurman Act, adopted against the wishes 
of the debtor. 
Although these circumstances do not 
comprise all the claims on the part of the 
company, they would c>-rtain!y be sufficient 
between private parties to cause the cred­ 
itor to atcept almost any settlement which 
the debtor might propose ; for the creditor

on the plains of Wyoming and Nebraska is 
a chilly christening for an Eastern journey, 
but it makes more delightful the memories 
of a sunny clime, whose tonic atmosphere, 
luxurious November bloom and balmy cli­ 
mate illumine as dreary a day as ever 
whistled its winds and blew its snows 
around a Pullman train, and I cannot resist 
the temptation to salute those of your 
readers who have made my six weeks’ 
study of the State of limitless resources, 
from the Arizona to the Oregon line, from 
the silvered peaks to the Golden Gate, en­ 
joyable. 
With pen in hand I have made the 
“grand rounds,” and though my pen has 
voiced its appreciation of the scenic, the 
tonic and the luxurious in a score of 
letters to the Eastern press, I cannot deny 
myself the privilege of brightening a 
cheerless day by touching with random 
hues and tints my impression ot the State. 
Between late September and early No­ 
vember I have enjoyed the stimulating city 
life of San Francisco, with its brisk business 
activity, rollicking club life and fascinating 
park drives; the serenity of Oaklaud-over- 
the-Bay, wilh the business energy of the 
metropolis attuned to quiet slumbers : the 
alluring vineyards and wineries of Napa 
valley, whose personality has given na­ 
tional fame to its delicious reveries; the 
cla9icaliy christened Menlo Park, beneath 
whose ever-living oaks are to be forever 
hallowed the memories of Leland Stan­ 
ford, Jr., in the quickened intellectual life 
of thousands of youths in the generations 
to come; the matchless beauties of Chico 
Vecino, where General John Bidwell, 
famed in California annals for forty-eight 
years, entertains with royal grace upon his 
22,000-acre ranch, whose cultivation of fruit 
and flowers, field aud forest, defy the art of 
pen or pencil; the upper Sacramento, 
whose eighteen-times-crossed stream, with 
its blended ripple and roar, curve and 
angle, bubbling spring and trickling cas­ 
cade challenge comparison with any other 
river east or west; and Shasta, regal in its 
rugged exaltation queenly in its exquisitely- 
draped folds of freshly-fallen snow. 
Nor are these all the allurements of 
these charming weeks. Marysville, Yuba 
City and Colmena, with their thrifty 
orchards of peach and pear, cherry and 
plum, apple and orange; with exquisite 
sunsets over the Sierras, gilding the buttes, 
tinging the coast range and kissing the 
snowy brow of Shasta some two hundred 
miles away; .Colusa county with its prairie 
expanse of exhaustiess wheat fields, fer- 
tilly bathed by winter shower and lux­ 
uriously caressed by summer sun ; Placer 
county, skipping with exquisite art from 
the summit to the sea-levél valley, touch­ 
ing every hill and vale, every nook and 
corner with ail individually of soil-capn- 
bility and climate-tonic that irradiates it 
with every variety of fruit from the tropics 
to the northern limit, and recuperates 
every form of wasted energy—these all 
blend their claims with rythmic effect. 
Nor are these all. Southern California, 
recovering from bursted booms, has rolled 
around me her mammoth equashes, beets, 
sweet potatoes, melons and onions, at the 
Downey fair; has enticed me among the 
callas, cacti and architectural beauty at 
L03 Angeies; has chained me with the 
orange groves, mountain scenery and 
balmv breezes of Pasadena; has fascinated 
me with the sea-view, mountain delights 
and 11,000,000 pounds annual pear crop of 
Ventura-by-the-Sea. 
Nor have these weeks been solely days 
of enjoyment. 
They have been in­ 
structive as well. I came to learn as much 
as to enjoy. It lias been my third visit to 
the coast. The Eist has, after many years 
of doubting ridicule, accepted the marvel­ 
ous tales of "Big Trees,” deep valleys and 
equable climate, but has concentrated her 
doubt upon tlie quality and profit of your 
fruits and graiDS. She has coaxed herself 
into the belief that like the gold mining, 
which washed the soil into the streams and 
npon the low lands, and was soon ex­ 
hausted, so, in some mysterious way. yonr 
soil, sun or market will at no distant day 
fail you. 
Rugged New England, that has fought 
her way for two and a half centuries by 
defyiog the rigors of climate and the steril­ 
ity of soil, will not accept the fact that 
across the continent is a State out of which 
a score ot Stales like Massachusetts could 
be carved, with n climate that would make 
Italy flush, with soil that laughs at Louisi­ 
ana, with citizens whose character and per­ 
sonality would grace any State in the 
Union. 
For six months I have lived among your 
people in almost every section of the State; 
I have tasted and tested their hospitality; 
I have sat in palace and cottage; have 
basked in the sunshine aud splashed 
through the mud; have laughed in the 
vineyards and shivered in Chinatown ; have 
seen the beans thrashed by tbe ton, and 
the most luscious muscatellis dumped in 
the dirt, and my confidence in California 
has been heightened through it all. 
I am satisfied that yotir crops will be 
richer from better cultivation ; that your 
harvests will be more reliable from im­ 
proved machinery, storage and transporta­ 
tion ; that your markets will be more 
profitable from the refrigerator transpora- 
tion.I know that your rural schools are Ibe 
best in America, and tbnt ihe personality 
of your people is of acharac'er which de­ 
velops manhood and womanhood, in­ 
dustry. commerce, professional zeal and 
patriotic ardor. 
The day cannot be fardistant when tbe 
capitalists of tbe East shall seek your soil; 
when the retired business men and women 
of leisure shall seek your climate; when 
the East and the West, the North and 
the South shall blend all their interests 
and concentrate their forces to make the 
most possible of every Eection of onr land; 
then will California indeed blossom as a 
rose, and millions of people enrich and be 
blessed by yonr State.

VISITING INSTITUTES. 
M ovem ents of the State .Superintendent 
of Public Instruction.

BUSINESS COLLEGE STUDENT. 


Niels IIoímfi nip 
Being Searched 
For 
H igh and lo w by the P o­ 
lice 
and 
Friends. 


Niels H olm drup is the nam e of a young 
Dane, w ao for several m onths prior to the 
close of the last State F air was a pupil at 
the Sacramento Business College. H e had 
very few friends and acquaintances in this 
city, being a stranger here, and, not being 
in very affluent circumstances, did chores 
about the college before and after school 
hours, as well as at the residenceof Professor 
E . C. AtkiDson, Principal of the school, for 
his board and lodging. 
Shortly alter the close of the fair Pro­ 
fessor A tkinson went to San Francisco for 
a short trip, and left the college in charge 
of his son Edw ard. During his father’s 
absence Edw ard had occasion to direct 
Niels to do certain work, some of which 
was splitting wood, and which was dis­ 
tasteful to Niels. 
The latter protested 
against doing the work, but Edward in ­ 
sisted. Niels finally did the work. 
T hat night he disappeared. 
As he was not seen the next day Ed­ 
ward wrote to his father about it, express­ 
ing considerable concern about the m atter. 
It seemed strange that Niels should have 
gone w ithout taking any of his clothes or 
other personal effects with him . His room 
was found in its usual condition, with 
nothing disturbed, and his clothing, with 
the exception of the suit of working clothes 
he wore whet) last seen, were all in the 
trunk, and this was unlocked. 
W hen Professor A tkinson returned he 
became deeply concerned over H olm drup’s 
disappearance and endeavored to find some 
clue regarding the whereabouts of his 
pupil. 
But it was all to no purpose, as far 
as his personal efforts were concerned, and 
he then placed the m atter in the hands of 
the police 
Officer Frank Rider was detailed by the 
Chief to investigate the matter, and has 
since worked energetically, but vainly, 
upon the case. H e has not been able to 
obtain a single clue by which to trace 
H olm drup’s movements after 
the 
day 
upon w h.ch he objected to chopping wood. 


T H E 
MYSTERY 
DEEPENS. 
Letters have been written to the few per­ 
sons living in various parts of the country 
who were known to be acquainted with 
the missiug tran, but they know nothing 
of his whereabouts. 
Professor Atkinson 
learned that H olm drup had a brother liv­ 
ing in a little town called Topaz in Mono 
county, and another in Bodie, Nevada. 
He wrote to them , thinking that perhaps 
Niels had visited either of them . 
But he 
soon learned that such was not the case, 
and the m ystery grew even more impene­ 
trable. 
H ans Holm drup, the brother who lives 
at Topaz, upon receiving Professor A tkin­ 
son’s letter, immediately wrote to the Pro­ 
fessor for further particulars. In reply, he 
received the following details: 
Sacramento. October 30,1889. 
Hans Holmdrup, Tupaz—L ear Sir : According 
to my promise in my dispatch of last evening. I 
write you tn regard to the disappearance of Niels 
Holmdrup. I presume you know that he was 
attending the college days, and that he worked 
mornings and evenings at my house for his 
board. On the 9th of this month I went to San 
Francisco, to be absent about four days. On the 
next day I received a letter from my son stating 
that Niels kad quit the place without notice: 
that he objected to doing some part of the work 
—I think it was splitting wood to be used in the 
kitchen—but he finally agreed to do it until I 
should return; that he went down town in the 
evening, as usual, and that was the last seen of 
him. 
I thought this rather strange, 
because 
Niels had 
always 
beeu 
faitbiul, 
willing 
to 
work, 
and anxious 
to 
do 
all that 
was 
required of him. 
On 
my 
return 
home I went into his room and finding his 
trunk unlocked, his clothes hanging in the 
usual place, his books and letters on the table, 
I felt that something was wrong, for it seemed 
by the appearance ol things that he had left 
with the intention of returning. I then went 
and saw truest and August Scheppelmann, 
with whom he was acquainted, hoping that 1 
might learn something of his whereabouts. 
They told me that they had not seen him since 
the Sunday before at church. I then went to 
the office of the Chief of Police to ascertain if I 
could find out anything about him. I gave > 
description of him and asked that the police be 
on the lookout for any foul play. Still all the 
time, 1 felt that there was a possibility that he 
had returned to Topaz. On making inquiries of 
one of the teachers I learned that Mels had 
told him that he was afraid he was too old to 
learn. I ascertained still further that he did 
not attend the school on the evening of the 8tb, 
and that he gave as a reason that he had met a 
“friend. ’ 
On the evening of the 9!h he 
went into the college, delivered a message 
sent by my son to one of the teachers, and In­ 
stead of rema'ning to take up his studies as 
usual, turned and went immediately out. He 
has not been seen by anybody else. I have 
made inquiries of all the banes whom I kuow, 
aud none of them had seen him or heard of 
him 
The Seheppelmanns tell me that they did 
uot kuow that he had any acquaintances in 
town. I have watched the papers and noticed 
all accounts of suicides by drowning, etc . but 
none answers d to his description. As soon as I 
returned Com .--an Francisco I wrote to Hans 
Jepson, of Sheridan, Nevada, as he was the only 
other acquaintance of Niels' whose address I 
knew. I told him of the disappearauce of Niels, 
and in his reply he seemed very much surprised, 
for he said that Niels had written him that he 
liked the place very much aud was perfectly 
satisfied, a few days after a letter came to my 
office for Niels postmarked Topaz. From that I 
knew that he could uot have gone back home. 
1 then immediately wrote to Mr. Jepson and re­ 
quested him to notify the folks of Niels’ disap­ 
pearance. Had 1 known your address 1 should 
have y, ritten to you direct: but all my corre­ 
spondence had been with Hans Jepson, and 1 
knew no other way of communicating with 
Niels' friends. 1 inclose herewith two letters 
which have come since be left. His things are 
sate at mv house, and if you desire it, will be 
sent to you by express, as I suppose you arc his 
brother* I bad beard him say that he had a 
brother somewhere in California, but did not re­ 
member where. 
1 have spared uo pains to get a clue to Niels’ 
whereabouts, but I cannot find the slightest 
trace of him. 1 do not know what to tell you. 
White there are some things that point to his 
leaving voluntarily. I am still of the opiuion 
that he was enticed away by the “friend” whom 
he had met, aud that foul play has been the re­ 
sult. I shall continue to make inquiries, aud 
should I obtain any information concerning 
him I will telegraph you immediately. Very

FOCL PLAY FKAERP. 
M. K. H oltudrup, the brother who re­ 
sides at F die, wrote to Chief Lee under 
date of November 19th, entreating that 
official to leave no stone unturned in the 
search for his brother Niels. 
Continuing, 
the brother suggests to the Chief that Niels 
m ay have met with foul play. 
Niels, he 
says, was not of a morose or peculiar dis­ 
position. and would not have gone off 
w ithout saying something about it to the 
A tkinsons. 
Neither would he have left 
his clothing there. 
The writer expressed 
him self as surprised that Niels should re­ 
fuse to do any work designated by young 
A tkinson, aud intim ates that young Ed 
ward knows more about the m atter than 
he has seen fit to divulge. H e says he 
does not mean to accuse young Atkinson 
as directly to blatue for Niels' disappear 
ance, but he thinks that the young man 
is bolding something back. 
Those who know the missing m an are 
positive that he was perfectly sane, and 
could not have wandered off. 
Chief Lee wrote last night to both broth­ 
ers, telling them of his utter inability so 
far. to discover any trail of the missing 
m an, and advising them to advertise in 
various newspapers, giving a description 
etc , in the hope that some clew m ight be 
gained which could not otherwise be se­ 
cured.

The handsome and costly statue to the 
memory of A. J. Stevens, Master Mechanic 
of the Southern Pacific Company, erected 
by the combined efforts of the workers in 
the railroad shops as a tribute and “honor 
to those who elevate labor,” will be un­ 
veiled at the Plaza on Thanksgiving Day 
with imposing ceremonies. 
The association or committee having 
charge of the statue held their final meet­ 
ing yesterday and perfected all the arrange­ 
ments attending the ceremonies. The offi­ 
cers of the association inspected the statue 
and were perfectly satisfied with the work 
of the sculptor, Albert W einert, of San 
Francisco, who was also present. The 
tribute to labor was accepted. 
By this evening the statue will be in 
position ready for the unveiling. 
The parade, which has been arranged to 
take place before the unveiling, from pres­

be one of

mento. It is estimated that 1,500 railroad 
workers will be in line.

T h e P u b lish e d P ro g ra m m e o f th e N ew 
G overn m en t. 
Rio J a n e i r o , November 2-1th —The pro­ 
gramme of the Government that deposed 
the Imperial dynasty declares that it main­ 
tains order and the rights and liberties of 
the people, abolishes the Council of State, 
the life tenure of Senators, dissolves the 
Chamber of Deputies, and selects a perma­ 
nent Governor of the nation. The prov­ 
inces, it is now stated, will, in the exercise 
legitimate sovereignty, decree their defi­ 
nite Coustiiutions and elect deliberative 
bodies. 
The franchise of the Provincial Govern­ 
ment recognizes in the State Government 
ODly the republican form, awaiting the final 
verdict of the nation to be expressed at the 
coming elections. The army and navy are 
subordinate to the General Government, 
and the S'ate Governments may organize a 
civic guard. 
Ail acquired rights are re­ 
spected. 
There is no serious opposition to the new 
Government. 
Desultory fights have oc­ 
curred in Babia and Naranbao. 8ix were 
killed and several wounded. The Prime 
Minister has sailed for Europe. 
Senator Silveira Martins was arrested at 
Santa Catherina. Count d’En’s farewell 
address declares that he feels no malice and 
is anxious to be useful to Brazil. The Min­ 
ister of the Navy is improving. 
The intended dissolution of the provin­ 
cial assemblies is reported. The Emperor 
declared before leaving that, yielding to 
force of circnmstunces. he, with all his 
family, left lor Europe, but that he would 
always yeara with affectionate longing for 
his beloved country, whose prosperity and 
aggrandizement be most ardently desired. 
The Princess Imperial added that she 
would ever pray for the weilare of Brazil. 
The Constituent Assembly has not yet 
been convoked. Tbe merchants accept the 
situation. Interviews with the managers of 
the German Bank and the London-Brazil- 
ian and English Banks at Rio say the situ­ 
ation is satisfactory and that the new Gov­ 
ernment will inspire confidence. Several 
prominent German and English merchants 
concur.

In te r estin g N a rra tiv e o f th e E x p lo rer’s 
T ria ls and A d v en tu res. 
London. November 24th.—A letter from 
Stanley, dated South End of Victoria Ny- 
anza, September 3d. says ; "It ia amusmg 
to look back and note how punishment 
has fallen on the rebels of the Emin Gov­ 
ernment. The traitors without the camp 
and tbe traitors within were watched anil 
tbe most active conspirator discovered, 
tried and hanged. 
"The traitors without fell foul of one an­ 
other and ruined themselves. Far away 
from our own people, tpmpted by their ex­ 
treme wretchedness and misery, they sold 
our rifles and ammunition to oar natural 
ei.etuits—the Manyema—and the 
slave 
traders’ true friends, without the least 
grace either of bodies or souls. 
“ Since that time of anxiety and un­ 
happy outlook I have been at the j>oint of 
death from a dreadful illness. Little by 
little I gathered strength, and fiDally gave 
orders for a march tor home. Discovery 
after discovery in this wondertul region 
was made, until at last we came to a church, 
whose cress denoted a Christian settlement, 
and we knew we had reached the outskirts 
of blessed civilization.” 
Mackinnon, Chairman of the Emin Re­ 
lief Committee, also received a letter fiom 
Stanley, dated August 5th, in which Stan­ 
ley, after describing how he hunted up the 
missing rear column, continues : 
“The rear column was in a deplorable 
state. Out of 10 2 members remaining, I 
doubted whether fifty would live to reach 
the lake, but having a large number of 
canoes, the goods and sick meu were trans­ 
ported in such a smooth and expeditious 
manner that there were remarkably few 
casualities in tbe remnant of the rear col­ 
umn. 
"But the wild natives having repeatedly 
defeated Ugarrowwas’ raiders, and by this 
discovered the extent of their own strength, 
gave considerable trouble and iDflicted con­ 
siderable loss among our best men, who 
had always to bear the brunt of the light­ 
ing and fatigue of paddling. 
"W hen progress by the river became too 
difficult, an order to cast off the canoes 
was given. This was four days’ journey 
above Ugarrowowas station, or about 300 
miles above Buralaya, and we decided to 
try tbe north bank ot the Itura river, al­ 
though we should have to traverse for 
some days tbe despoiled lands which had 
been the common center for the Ugarrow­ 
owas and Valongalangas bands of raiders. 
" We were about 100 miles from Grass­ 
land. which opened up a prospect of future 
feasts of beef, veal and mutton and a pleas­ 
ing variety of vegetables, as well as oil and 
butter for cooking.” 
Stanley tells about the terrible time he 
had with small-pox among the natives, the 
mortality being great. 
On reaching the village called Andi- 
k ituu a large plantation of bananas was 
tound. and after a severe starvation during 
fourteen days the party gorged themselves 
to such excess that many died, aDd many 
others were incapacitated for duty for some 
time. 
He tells of severe struegles for several 
days with the Wombutti dwarfs, and many 
other dangers encountered by the expedt- 
tion. 
His storv of alternating privations 
and plenty and fighting is an extremely in­ 
teresting one. 


R O M A N F IN A N C E . 


T he Ita lia n G overnm ent to b e C alled 
U pon for A id . 


R o m e , November 24th.—This city just 
now is passing through a crisis which, un­ 
less the Government comes to its aid, may 
prove disastrous. A few years ago a laud­ 
able desire to emulate Ca-sar Augustus in 
building a new and more magnificent 
Rome took possession of the city fathers, 
who, without sufficiently counting the cost, 
laid out miles of streets and squares of 
splendid palaces and edifices for which 
whole districts of buildings had to be 
bought up and cleared away. 
The Ghetto, though not upon the un­ 
healthy list, was thus entirely swept away, 
and six new bridges were also begun. Only 
one of the latter, the Ponte Garibaldi, has 
been finished. 
To prosecute these immense works thou­ 
sands of masons, bricklayers, painters and 
carpenters were induced to come to Rome, 
and all went on merrily till the funds be­ 
gan to fail. Then one by one tbe different 
works came to a standstill. Workmen 
were thrown out of employment, and dis­ 
content set in, which culminated in the 
disorder of February 8th last. Tbe au­ 
thorities were roused to do something, and 
arrested a number of men, whom they de­ 
signated as ringleaders, and who, by the 
way, haye not yet been brought to trial. 
There is no habeas corpus in Italy. Others 
were sent by the Government to their 
homes in various parts of the kingdom 
with injunctions not to return to Rome, 
unless they should first be appointed to 
work here, under penalty of imprison­ 
ment. Another large loan was contracted, 
and several of the uninterrupted works 
recommended, and the discontent 
was 
stifled for a time. 
The alarming fact now comes to light 
that the municipality has thrown its last 
stake; that it is utterly impossible to go on 
without pecuniary help from the Govern­ 
ment, and that such help must be given at 
once, before winter sets in. The King has 
ordered a commission of inquiry into this 
state of affairs. 
Doubtless some way out of the difficulty 
will be arrived at, but the Government is 
not overburdened with money. Tbe misery 
and distress prevailing all over Italy do not 
warrant any increased taxation. What is 
to be done nobody seems to know, bat as 
the Chamber opens next week some light 
may be thrown on the subject. 


EM IN PA SH A . 


H e P ro m ises a H ig h ly -In te r estin g A c­ 
co u n t o f H is T ra v els. 
B e r l i n , November 24th.—A letter which 
Dr. Schweinfrih received 
from Emin 
Pasha is dated "Mission Station, Ussambrio, 
Victors Nvanzia, Angust,28tb.” Emin ex­ 
pressed a hope that he wonld soon be able 
to give an account of the military revolu­ 
tion, the imprisonment of himself and 
Jephson and Dnffile, the arrival of the
